Romanic Opera in Three Acts by Richard Wagner. First 
produced in Weimar, Germany, August 28th, 1850, under 
the direction of Franz Liszt, and at the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, October 11th, 1875. 


The story of Lohengrin is based upon an old legend that 
the Knights who guided the Holy Grail in their castle at 
Monsalvat could be sent out on deeds of chivalry though their 
name and origin must remain unknown. 


Ortrud in the story is an example of the strange pagan 
characlers who, through many ages of Christianity persisted 
in their worship of the old Scandinavian gods. 


ACT |. Henry the Fowler, King of Germany, holds court in 
Brabant. The old Duke of Brabant is dead, and Gottfried, his 
young son, has mysteriously disappeared. Elsa, the boy’s 
sister, is accused of having murdered him by Frederick, Count 
of Telramund, who now claims his own right to the Duchy as 
next of kin, the more so as Ortrud, his wife, is a descendant of 
a former royal house of Brabant. The King orders a trial by 
combat, but none of the nobles will oppose Frederick on Elsa’s 
behalf. Elsa, however, prays to a Knight she has seen in a 
dream, and suddenly a boat appears drawn by a swan, with a 
Knight in shining armour standing at the prow. He asks Elsa, 
whether, if he successfully defends her, she will become his 
bride, and, as she promises, warns her never to question him 
regarding his name or race. The combat is fought, and 
Frederick defeated, his life spared by the stranger Knight. 


ACT Il. Ortrud persuades Frederick, now oulawed, to assist 
her ruin Elsa’s happiness by accusing the Knight of sorcery. 
When Elsa appears, Ortrud pleads for protection and feigns 
friendship. Dawn breaks, the Herald proclaims Frederick’s 
banishment and the bridal procession moves to the Minster. 
As Elsa is about to enter, Orrud interrupts with a protest about 
her precedence and goes on to mock at Elsa’s trust in her 
champion. The King and the Knight appear and dismiss 
Ortrud, but the procession is again stopped by Frederick 
bursting from his hiding place to accuse the Knight. The 
king and the nobles, however, proclaim their trust in the 
stranger and the procession enters the Church. 


ACT Ill. Elsa, unable to resist her curiosity demands to know 
her husband’s secret. Frederick, intending to murder the 
Knight, breaks into the bridal chamber, but is slain. The 
forbidden question asked, the Knight must now return whence 
he came. Before the King and nobles he proclaims himself 
Lohengrin, a Knight in the service of the Holy Grail. The swan 
again appears on the river, and Ortrud cries out that it is no 
other than Gottfried transformed into a swan by her magic. 
Lohengrin kneels in prayer, then unchains the swan which 
disappears and is replaced by Gottfried. The white dove of 
the Grail descends to take up the chain of the boat, and Elsa 
falls lifeless in the arms of her brother as Lohengrin is slowly 
drawn away.
